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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  Department  on  Feb.  27,  1973,  announced  a  decrease  of  100,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  in  the  determination  of  sugar  requirements  (quotas)  for 
the  continental  United  States  for  calendar  year  1973.     Quotas  now  total 

11.5  million  tons.     The  decrease  was  made  in  accordance  with  the  Sugar  Act 
of  1948,  as  amended.     The  press  release  accompanying  the  action,  together 
with  the  revised  quotas  are  reproduced  herein  beginning  on  Page 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors 
on  March  3,  1973  totaled  2,810,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  pre- 
liminary reports.     This  was  131,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and 
249,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  February  last  year.     Beet  processors' 
stocks  of  1,655,000  tons  were  29,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier  and 
15,000  tons  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Raw  and  refined  sugar  stocks  held  by 
cane  sugar  refiners  were  reported    as  950,000  tons,  down  77,000  tons  from  the 
end  of  February  and  down  47,000  tons  from  a  year  ago. 

Preliminarily  reported  sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  for  con- 
sumption in  the  continental  United  States  during  January  and  February  1973 
were  about  20,000  tons  less  than  reported  during  those  months  of  1972.  Through 
March  17,  primary  distributors  reported  sales  of  2,031,000  short  tons,  raw 
value  compared  with  2,090,000  tons  during  that  period  of  last  year.  Con- 
structive deliveries  at  year-end  1972  (sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in 
December  of  1972  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  1973) 
totaled  129,000  tons  as  compared  with  88,000  tons  so  delivered  at  year-end 
1971.    Physical      deliveries  through  March  17,  1973,  therefore,  totaled 
2,160,000  tons  compared  with  2,178,000  tons  physically  delivered  during  that 
period  of  1972. 

Regionally,  refined  sugar  distribution  by  states  of  destination  totaled 

14.6  million  hundredweight  during  January  1973,  0.7  million  hundredweight 
less  than  reported  during  January  of  last  year.     If  half  of  the  129,000 
tons  of  sugar  reported  constructively  delivered  at  year  end  1972  was  de- 
livered in  January  1973  then  physical  deliveries  totaled  15.8  million 
hundredweight,  or  about  0.3  million  hundredweight  less  than  physically  de- 
livered during  January  1972. 

Reported  deliveries  were  up  in  two  of  the  five  geographical  regions, 
as  compared  with  last  year,  with  the  North  Central  region  up  1.9  percent  and 
the  mid-Atlantic  region  up  1.1  percent.     Regions  which  reported  less  deliveries 
of  sugar  during  the  1973  period  were  the  West  down  12.0  percent  the  South 
down  11.2  percent  and  the  New  England  down  4.0  percent. 

By  states  of  destination,  reported  deliveries  in  January  1973,  as  com- 
pared with  January  1972,  were  higher  in  nine  states,  lower  in  40  and  about 
the  same  in  one.     Only  two  states  had  increases  of  more  than  100,000  hundred- 
weight—New York  up  235,000  hundredweight  and  Wisconsin  up  113,000  hundred- 
weight while  California  with  171,000  hundredweight  less  and  New  Jersey  with 
155,000  hundredweight  less,  were  the  only  states  where  reported  deliveries 
were  more  than  100,000  hundredweight  less    than  in  January  of  197  2. 

During  the  period  under  review,  several  announcements  of  changes  in 
the  quoted  wholesale  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  paper  bags 
the  basis  pack — and  in  bulk  were  made  by  interested  sellers  in  several  of 
the  pricing  territories. 

On  Feb.  28,  1973,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced,  effective  during  the 
March  1-30  period,  a  reduction  of  .24  cent  per  pound  in  the  quoted  prices  for 
industrial  sugars  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  New  England,  New  York -Philadelphia 
and  Baltimore-Washington  territories.    This  would  reduce  the  100-pound  bag 
price  from  13.18  cents  to  12.94  cents  per  pound.  On  the  same  day  the  same 
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seller  announced  a  reduction  of  .20  cent  per  pound,  from  12.75  cents  to 
12.55  cents  per  pound,  in  the  quoted  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  sugar  sold 
in  the  Southeast  for  March  delivery  while  new  price  lists  were  issued  for 
March  sales  of  industrial  sugars  sold  in  the  Gulf  and  mid-Central  regions. 

On  March  5  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced  the  withdrawal,  effective 
April  2,  of  the  competitive  allowance  of   .40  cent  per  pound  applicable  to 
industrial  grades  of  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  Chicago-West  region  making 
the  quoted  price  for  bulk  carload  shipments  11.75  cents  and  for  100-pound 
bags  11.95  cents  per  pound.     Other  interested  sellers  in  the  region  have 
announced  competitive  prices  for  industrial  sugar  products. 

On  March  8  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  the  withdrawal,  effective 
immediately,  of  their  .40  cent  per  pound  allowance  on  sales  of  bulk  sugar  in 
the  mid-Central  region  and  at  the  same  time  increased  their  quoted  price 
.20  cent  per  pound  making  their  price  for  extra  fine  granulated  bulk  sugar 
12.45  cents  per  pound.     On  sales  of  certain  grades  of  industrial  sugars 
packed  in  100-pound  bags,  they  announced  a  competitive  allowance  of  .19 
cent  per  pound  which  would  reduce  their  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  extr^ 
fine  granulated  sugar  from  12.44  cents  to  12.25  cents  per  pound  for  the  re- 
mainder of  March,. 

On  March  9  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  the  withdrawal  of  the  .30 
cent  per  pound  allowance  on  bulk  sugar  sold  in  the  Lower  Michigan -Western 
Ohio  region,  effective  the  same  day,  making  the  price  for  bulk  sugar  in  that 
region  11.75  cents  per  pound. 

On  March  9  a  cane  Sugar  refiner  announced,  effective  April  2,  1973, 
an  increase  of  .41  cent  per  pound  in  the  quoted  prices  for  industrial  sugars 
sold  in  the  Northeast  during  April.     Prices  for  May  delivery  would  be  as 
specified  for  April,  plus  or  minus  the  amount  by  which  the  average  domestic 
price  for  raw  sugar  for  April  exceeds  or  is  below  9.40  cents  per  pound. 

Another  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  on  March  9  increases  of  .36 
cents  per  pound  in  their  quoted  prices  for  industrial  sugars  sold  in  the 
Northeast  region  for  April  delivery,  with  prices  for  May  delivery  based  on 
the  amount  by  which  the  average  domestic  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  for  April 
exceeds  or  is  below  9.40  cents  per  pound,  and  for  June  delivery  the  raw  sugar 
average  price  for  May  would  be  the  determining  factor.     Other  interested 
sellers  in  the  region  met  this  offer  with  similar  pricing  arrangements. 

On  March  12,  1973,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  increases  of  varying 
amounts  in  their  quoted  wholesale  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  mid- 
Central,  Lower  Michigan-Western  Ohio,  Gulf,  Southwest  and  Chicago-West 
regions,  effective  April  2  for  delivery  during  April.     Provision  was  in- 
cluded for  determining  prices  for  May  and  June  delivery  as  outlined  above. 
Other  interested  sellers  in  the  regions  followed  with  announcements  of 
similar  price-  import. 

On  March  19,  1973,  interested  sellers  in  the  Pacific  Coast  region 
announced,  effective  the  same  day,  increases  in  the  quoted  wholesale  price 
for  industrial  sugars  of  .15  cent  per  pound.     This  would  increase  the  price 
quotation  for  100-pound  bags  from  11.70  cents  to  11.85  cents  per  pound. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  whole- 
sale in  the  basis  pack~100-pound  paper  bags  and  in  bulk  by  regions. 

Significant  variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be 
found  in  certain  regions  reflecting  discounts  resulting  from  competitive 
conditions .

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during  February  1973  was  14.24  cents  per  pound,  up  from  14.12  cents  in 
January  and  13.82  cents  in  February,  an  increase  of  3.0  percent  during  the 
12-month  period. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  9.14  cents 
per  pound  during  February,  down  from  9.38  cents  in  January  but  up  from 
9.02  cents  during  February  of  last  year.     The  quotation  has  shown  consid- 
erable strength  in  March  rising  from  9.00  cents  per  pound  on  Feb   .  28  to 
9.20  cents  on  March  1,  to  9.45  cents  on  March  9  and  to  9.55  cents  on  March 
16.     On  March  23  the  quotation  was  9.55  cents  and  for  the  period  March  1-23 
averaged  9.41  compared  with  9.16  cents  per  pound  during  that  period  of  last 
year . 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  to  processors  of  food  and  other  products 
were  up  2.6  percent  during  calendar  year  1972  as  compared  with  calendar 
year  1971  while  deliveries  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  homes  and  institu- 
tions declined  2.0  percent.     Five  of  the  seven  industrial  type  users  re- 
ceived more  sugar  during  1972  than  in  1971,  two  received  less.  Deliveries 
for  use  in  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  increased  the  most-7.7  percent — 
followed  by  bakery,  cereals  and  allied  products  up  6.9  percent,  beverages 
up  3.1  percent,  multiple  unclassified  food  uses  up  2.4  percent  and  confec- 
tionery and  related  products  up  0.4  percent.     Reported  deliveries  for  use  by 
canners  declined  4.1  percent  and  for  use  in  non-food  products  2.7  percent. 

Deliveries  to  non-industrial  type  users  during  1972  were  down  to  three 
of  the  four  categories,  as  compared  with  1971.     Hotels,  restaurants  and 
institutions  which  accounted  for  only  about  2.4  percent  of  all  deliveries 
reported  to  non- institutional  buyers  in  1972  increased  6.6  percent  over  1971 
while  deliveries  to  unclassified  non-industrial  buyers  declined  7.7  percent, 
wholesalers  down  2.6  percent  and  retail  grocers  down  1.0  percent. 

Primary  distributors'  direct  deliveries  of  all  sugar  (packaged,  bulk  and 
liquid — both    beet  and  cane)  during  calendar  year  1972  were  about  one  percent 
above  1971.     Total  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  which  accounted  for  about  69 
percent  of  the  1972  total,  increased  0.5  percent  above  1971  while  deliveries 
of  beet  sugar  increased  -2.2  percent. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages   (less  than 
50  pounds)  by  primary  distributors  were  2.0  percent  smaller  in  1972  than  in 
1971.     Deliveries  of  cane  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages,  which  in  1972 
accounted  for  81  percent  of  all  consumer-size  package  deliveries,  declined 
2.7  percent  while  beet  sugar  deliveries  similarly  packaged  increased  1.0 
percent. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary 
distributors  during  calendar  year  1972  were  up  9.5  percent  as  compared  with 
1971.    Deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar,  which  accounted  for  about  46  percent 
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of  all  bulk  sugar  deliveries  during  1972,  increased  19.2  percent  while  de- 
liveries of  bulk  cane  sugar  increased  2.5  percent. 

Deliveries  of  industrial  and  instituional  packages   (granulated  sugar 
50  pounds  and  over)  both  beet  and  cane,  were  down  5.1  percent  in  1972  as 
compared  with  1971.     Beet  sugar,  which  comprised  about  31  percent  of  the 
total  in  1972,  decreased  17.5  percent  while  cane  sugar  packages  increased 
1.9  percent. 

Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  (corn  sirup  and  dextrose) 
increased  7.2  percent  during  calendar  year  1972  as  compared  with  1970. 
Corn  sirup,  which  accounted  for  about  75  percent  of  all  corn  sweetener 
shipments  during  1972,  increased  12.8  percent  while  dextrose  decreased  6.5 
percent.     All  of  the  seven  categories  of  users  to  which  corn  sirup  ship- 
ments were  reported  received  more  corn  sirup  during  1972  than  in  1971. 
Shipments  for  use  in  bakery,  cereals  and  related  products  increased  the 
most — 23.0  percent,  followed  by  non-food  uses  up  21.2  percent,  beverages 
up  19.0  percent,  canners  and  packers  up  14.0  percent,  unclassified  food 
uses  up  12.9  percent,  confectionery  and  related  products  up  7.3  percent  and 
ice  cream  and  dairy  products  up  6.9  percent. 

Shipments  of  dextrose  in  1972  were  larger  to  only  one  of  the  categories 
of  use — confectionery  and  related  products  up  5.2  percent  —  and  declined  to 
all  of  the  other  categories  of  use.     Shipments  for  use  in  bakery,  cereals 
and  allied  products  had  the  largest  decline  down  12.6  percent  followed  by 
canners  and  packers  down  10.0  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  down 
7.4  percent,  unclassified  food  uses  down  6.4  percent,  beverages  down  2.3 
percent  and  non-food  uses  down  0.6  percent. 

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimated  that  as  of  March  1,  1973 
growers  intended  to  plant  a  total  of  1,388,900  acres  of  sugarbeets  in  1973, 
two  percent  less  than  in  1971.    Acreage  allotments  for  sugarbeets  are  not 
in  effect  for  the  1973  crop. 

Prospective  plantings  in  California,  the  leading  sugarbeet  state,  are 
expected  to  be  down  11  percent  while  declines  in  acreage  are  also  indicated  in 
Ohio,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Texas,  Idaho,  Utah  and  Oregon.     Acreage  in  North 
Dakota  is  expected  to  increase  20  percent  and  no  acreage  is  anticipated  in 
Iowa  and  Missouri. 

The  outlook  for  irrigation  water  supplies     in  most  areas  ranges  from 
adequate  to  surplus.     In  California,  fall  and  winter  rains  have  delayed 
harvest  of  the  1972  crop  and  curtailed  spring  plantings. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  indicates  that,  based  on  average  yields  and 
allowing  for  trend,  the  sugarbeet  acreage  would  produce  about  28  million 
tons  of  beets  in  1973  compared  with  29  million  tons  harvested  in  1972. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Florida  through  March  16,  1973  totaled 
716,000  tons,  commercial  weight  basis,  with  harvest  of  the  1972-73  crop  in  the 
range  of  75  to  80  percent  complete. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  March  3,  1973  totaled 
93,209    short  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with  70,304  tons  produced  through 
March  4,  1972. 

The  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  spot  quotation  for  World  bulk 
sugar  (No.  11  Contract)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,  in- 
cluding Brazil,  averaged  9.06  cents  per  pound  during  February,  down  from 
9.40  cents  in  January  and  up  from  8.62  cents  in  February  of  last  year. 
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The  World  raw  sugar  price  quotation  has  followed  a  weakening  trend  in 
March,  as  compared  with  February,  fluctuating  back  and  forth  between  9.10 
cents  per  pound  on  March  1  and  8.50  cents  on  March  13  and  March  21.  On 
March  23,  the  quotation  was  9.15  cents  and  for  the  period  March  1-23, 
averaged  8.80  cents  per  pound  compared  with  8.96  cents  during  that  period 
of  March  1972. 

On  a  comparable  basis  the  World  price  for  raw  sugar  has  averaged 
about  1.24  cents  per  pound  above  the  U.  S.  price  during  the  period  Jan.  1- 
Feb.  28,  1973. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1973  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECREASE  IN  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  AND  QUOTAS  EQR  1973 

Washington,  Feb.  27,  1973.     The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today 
announced  a  decrease  of  100,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  determination 
of  sugar  requirements  (quotas)  for  the  continental  U.  S.     The  requirement 
level  for  1973  is  now  11.5  million  short  tons,  raw  value.    The  decrease  was 
made  in  accordance  with  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended. 

This  action  also  increased  the  quota  for  HawajLt  by  75,000  tons  due  to 
the  fact  that  a  like  quantity  of  1972  quota  sugar  was  available  for  market- 
ing in  the  continental  U.  S.  during  late  1972  but  was  not  brought  in  due  to 
a  shipping  strike  which  stopped  all  movement  of  sugar  between  Hawaii  and  the 
West  Coast  from  October  24  through  December  4,  1972.     The  Sugar  Act  provides 
that  the  subsequent  year's  quota  for  Hawaii  shall  be  increased  by  a  quantity 
equal  to  that  prevented  from  being  marketed  for  reasons  beyond  the  control 
of  the  shipper.     This  quantity  was  deducted  from  quotas  previously  estab- 
lished for  foreign  countries. 

Today's  action  reduced  the  quota  for  the  mainland  cane  area  by  17,333 
tons  as  a  result  of  the  decrease  in  total  requirements.     The  quotas  for  the 
domestic  beet  sugar  area,  Texas  cane  area,  and  Puerto  Rico  were  undisturbed. 
The  basic  quota  for  the  beet  sugar  area  was  reduced  by  47,667  tons  but  was 
offset  by  reducing  the  previously  declared  deficit  by  that  amount. 

Total  foreign  quotas  were  decreased  by  157,667  short  tons,  raw  value, 
75,000  tons  because  of  the  increase  in  the  Hawaiian  quota,  47,667  tons 
because  of  the  reduced  domestic  beet  sugar  area  deficit  reallocation  and 
35,000  tons  as  the  foreign  share  of  the  decrease  in  requirements. 

Quota  changes  and  deficit  prorations,  together  with  revised  quotas,  are 
shown  in  the  table  on  Page  8. 

OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 
USDA  SET  MIFI>[UM  MACE  RATES  FOR  SUGARBEET  FIELDWORKERS 

March  23 — Minimum  wage  requirements  for  sugarbeet  work  in  all  producing  areas 
were  announced  today  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 

The  determination  announced  today  becomes  effective  on  April  9,1973  and 
increases  basic  minimum  wage  rates  for  specified  hand  labor  operations  by 
15  cents  per  hour  if  performed  on  a  time  basis,  and  by  amounts  ranging  from 
$1.00  to  $2.50  per  acre  if  performed  on  a  piecework  basis.  (See  March  28,  1973 
Federal  Register)

USDA  ANNOUNCES  ALLOCATION  OF  SUGARBEET  ACREAGE  TO  NORTH  DAKOTA  AND  MINNESOTA 


Washington,  March  27,  1973  -  The  nation's  domestic  beet  sugar  industry  was 
strengthened  today  when  two  allocations  of  30,000  acres  each  were  made  by  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  to  localities  in  the  Red  River  Valley  of 
North  Dakota  and  Minnesota  for  the  production  of  sugarbeets  beginning  in  1974. 

The  allocations  provide  each  locality  with  the  acreage  required  to  yield 
a  total  of  50,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  as  authorized  in  the  1971 
amendments  to  the  Sugar  Act.     The  act,  as  amended  in  1971,  provides  for  the 
growth  and  expansion  of  the  beet  sugar  industry  by  directing  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  allocate  the  acreage  required  to  yield  not  more  than  100,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  to  localities  to  be  served  by  new  or  substantially 
enlarged  existing  sugarbeet  processing  facilities.  Allocations  are  to  be  for  a 
period  of  three  years  and  limited  for  any  one  processing  facility  to  the  acreage 
required  to  yield  a  maximum  of  50,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  and  a 
minimum  of  25,000  short  tons. 

The  commitments  of  acreage  announced  today  involve  the  construction  of  two 
new  sugarbeet  processing  facilities  in  the  fertile  Red  River  Valley,  which  are 
expected  to  be  completed  in  time  to  process  1974-crop  sugarbeets.    One  plant 
to  be  located  near  Hillsboro,  N.D.,  will  be  owned  by  the  Red  River  Valley 
Cooperative,  Inc.,  while  the  other  plant  will  be  located  near  Wahpeton,  N.D., 
in  Dwight  Township  and  owned  by  the  Minn-Dak  Farmers  Cooperative.  Both  coopera- 
tives are  farmer-owned  and  controlled. 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  provides  the  legislative  criteria  by 
which  the  Department  evaluated  five  localities  which  made  application  for 
acreage  at  an  informal  public  hearing  held  in  Washington,  D.C.,  on  Oct.  5,  1972. 

The  new  allocations  do  not  limit  the  acreage  that  may  be  planted  to 
sugarbeets.     Should  proportionate  shares  be  in  effect  for  either  the  1975 
or  1976  crop,  the  initial  acreage  committed  to  a  farm  will  be  adjusted  in  the 
same  proportion  as  the  State's  acreage  is  adjusted  from  its  acreage  of  the 
1974  crop.    Any  acreage  of  sugarbeets  planted  in  excess  of  the  initial 
conraiitment  will  receive  normal  acreage  history.

5.  Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  (corn  sirup  and  dextrose) 
for  consumption  in  the  continental  U.  S,  during  calendar  year  1972 
were  up  7.2  percent  as  compared  with  calendar  year  1971,     Corn  sirup 
shipments  increased  12.8  percent  while  shipments  of  dextrose  declined 
6.5  percent. 

6.  Through  March  10,  1973  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 
at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  28.6  million  pounds  or 
about  23  percent  of  the  9-month  quota  through  September  30  and  16 
percent  of  the  1973  calendar  year  quota.
